Berlin, Germany, Sept. IS. — The im- 


perial government and Austro

It is doubtful if any other man. has 


j been more in the 'public eye of 'Europe 
: these last few -weeks than. General 
I John J. Perching. The English and 
French public has watched General 
Jfersliins with the interest that cen- 
ters in the head of one of the greatest 
movements the world has ever seen, 
says Charles H. Grasty, writing from 
Paris, in the New Yort Times. 


America will shortly be asking. If 


she has not already asked, how Persh- 
ing is measuring up to the -work of 
leadership. Dispatches have indicated 
| the preliminary success achieved by 
I him. 


As a diplomat I doubt if he is sur- 


passed in the service of any country. 


I He begins with the advantage of looks, 
though he has none of the drawbacks 
of masculine pulchritude. If a sculp- 
tor were commissioned to make a hero- 
ic statue to represent West Point he 
couldn't do better than take General 
Pershing as his model. 
5>or is he 


merely i military figure. His person- 
ality is equally typical of American 
strength and manhood. 


These personal attractions and graces 


are used with a naturalness which won 
Paris instantly. I doubt if there is 
another man of any race who at this 
moment could bring: to bear a greater 
influence on a Paris crowd if occasion 
should demand. It may be set down 
as a certainty that iu all dealings with 
the French public and in his relations 
with the statesmen and generals the 
American commander will "do his 
country proud." 


During the period when there was 


misunderstanding and miscarriage In 
the censorship I had frequent occasion 
to talk to him and must have express- 
ed my sense of grievance with consid- 
erable emphasis. He encouraged me to 
do so. One day I said to him: 


"General, you have enough responsi- 


bilities: I am not going to worry you 
•with fault finding about the censor- 
ship." 


"Well, if you are letting that idea 


trouble you dismiss Jt." he replied, with 
a smile. "I don't let anything worry 
me. I try to do a good day's work, 
and -^ben it is finished I go to bed. 
And, 
what is more, I go to sleep." 


A Man of Sound Health. 


A wonderful doctrine If a man can 


only live up to it. And General Perch- 
ing does absolutely, 
t-nrhups It Is 


largely a matter of sound health. His 
one sensitiveness is there—he would 
rather almost be accused of dereliction 
than to be thought ill. 


Perhaps that is n survival of the 


farmer boy's pride of strength. The 
farmer boy is always bobbing up In 
Pershing. Linn county, Mo., weald be 
proud to see tbe evidences of her early 
imprint oa tiie man whose farming 
now consists in an occasional look from 
the window or the porch at the most 
beautiful garden in all Paris, for such 
is the garden of the great .house that 
Ogden Mills has lent the general. This 
is a garden, Linn county must know, 
not for vegetables, but for flowers, 
trecs,and green grass. It Is behind the 
Rue de Varenues in the very middle of 
Paris. 


General Pershing's "don't worry" pol- 


icy is part of a philosophy that he has 
worked out and that he practices in, his 
daily life. He believes In difficulty nr. 
tbe very staff ot opportunity. A man 
that could chase Villa while enduring 
Carracza jipd still keep his temper aud 
serenity has a right to be considered « 
seasoned optimist. Even war worn 
Europe seems pretty good after Mex- 
ico, of which it has been sung: 


More rivers and less water, 
More cows and less milk, 
Further to look and less to see 


than any other country In" the world 


Couldn't Restrain Enthusiasm. 


When the president's address of April 


2 reached Mexico and was read by 
General Pershing at his headquarters 
he couldn't restrain his enthusiasm. 
There was no self seeking In hie feel- 
ing. He hadn't then the faintest Idea of 
commanding the European forces. He 
was deeply stirred by the great ad- 
dress when he read the pregnant anil 
eloquent sentences and, jumping to hl.>- 
feet, gave bis feelings full vent in the 
presence of tbe soldiers and newspa- 
per correspondents. 


"I'd rather live today and have gome 


part in these great things," be said, 
"than to have lived and occupied tho 
highest station at any previous tlaie in 
history. 
We are going to establish 


democratic Institutions In tbe worlO 
for all time, and every man who can 
have a share, however small, la the 
work may be proud." 


General Pershing is sound, cautious, 


considerate. 
He has a good heart and 


an abundant sense of humor. Mar- 
shal JofTre said to mer "General Persh- 
ing will never do anything rnsh. Ho 
win consider first and act afterward." 
Toti can put this over against what 
an English statesman with American 
Associations said to me the other day I 
about a great executive position, "Wo • 
want a man for that Job who Is willing j 
to take a chance on spilling the beans." I

If they are white 
and firm like cream cbeese inside, show- 
lug no yellow or brownish discolora- 
tion, they are of the right age to use. 
If the Interior shows no special •true- 
tares, but is smooth and homogeneous, 
then one may be sure he has a puffball.

Puffballs may be cooked alone In va

Whea used in omelets they should be 
stewed flrst All kinds except th« very 
small one should first be peeled and 
cut into slices or cubes, after which 
they may be fried quickly In hotter or 
dipped in beaten egg and fried like 
eggplant or cooked In any of the ways 
recommended for the ordinary mush- 
room.
